COUNCIL TAX FROZEN 
BUT 750 JOBS TO GO

SANDWELL residents will be better off under a new 
budget that sees council tax and rent frozen for a year. But 
750 jobs will be lost at the council over the next three 
years as bosses look to save £75 million. 

The council signed off the budget covering £895 million worth of spending. Chiefs have 
found enough money to ensure tenants of the borough’s 29,000 council homes will see no 
change in rent. And the authority has accepted a government offer of a one-off grant worth

Homes chief 
holds talks 
on job cuts 

BOSSES at Sandwell Homes say they are in 
talks with the unions in an attempt to avoid 
compulsory redundancies. 

It was announced last week that 66 staff 
faced redundancy. Organisation chiefs have 
begun a 30-day consultation. 

Chief executive Paul Field has warned that 
another 30 staff could lose their jobs in 
summer, as £6.6 million worth of savings 
need to be made. 

Bosses are also closing 10 neighbourhood 
offices, where tenants can pay their rent or 
council tax, and report problems. They say 
80 per cent of customers now contact the 
organisation by phone. 

Mr Field said it was too early to confirm 
how many job losses would be compulsory. 
He added that talks about the situation 
would continue to be held with employees 
and the unions. 

Brian Rickers, spokesman for the union 
Unite, said: “We will do all we can to help 
members who do not want to leave, to be re¬ 
deployed.” 

The job losses come after the council cut 
£5m from the management fee it pays 
Sandwell Homes and there was a £1.1 
million reduction in the Supporting People 
grant from Government. The rest of the 
savings are needed because of inflation. 


£2.5million and chosen not to increase 
council tax for the financial year starting 
next month. 

It means people in Band D properties will 
continue to pay £1,175.73 a year in council 
tax. 

Finance chief Councillor Steve Eling said: 
“This is a budget recognising Sandwell 
people continue to go through hard times so 
we are putting forward no increases in 
council tax and council house rents.” 

Under the Government’s Comprehensive 
Spending Review, the public sector is being 
awarded millions of pounds less than in pre¬ 
vious years. Council departments face major 
staffing changes before 2015. 

Transfer 

The biggest area to be hit will be adult 
social care, where about 500 workers are to 
be cut by 2015, while 19 posts will go in the 
children and families department, three in 
commissioning, 89 in street scene and 31 in 
regeneration and economy, and 109 workers 
in the culture and homes and communities 
services. 

The adult social care department will 
shrink by more than half as services leave 
council control under Government plans to 
put money in the hands of carers to choose 
services themselves. 

Council chiefs have earmarked £8 million 
to cover redundancies across the council. 
Reserves stand at £11.3m. 

Another 150 staff will transfer to a chari¬ 
table company called Sandwell Community 
Caring Trust, which is taking over the 
running of three care homes from the 
authority. 

They are Grafton Lodge in Oldbury, Gle- 
befields in Tipton and Greenhaven in Great 
Bridge - where around 70 elderly people use 
the service. 


SANDWELL council boss Jan Britton spent 
a night outdoors in a cardboard box to help 
raise awareness for the homeless, and cash 
for the YMCA. 

He was joined by the council’s cabinet 
member for housing Councillor Simon 
Hackett, other members of the council and 
members of the West Bromwich YMCA. 

Marathon fundraiser “Blind” Dave 
Heeley also took part in the Sleep Easy 
event in Oldbury. 


Mr Britton said: “I managed to get four or 
five hours’ sleep between 11pm and 4am, 
when I was woken by the rain. ” 

He added: “One night on the tiles seemed 
the least I could do. I’ve got a choice - other 
people haven’t. We raised £1,515 which is 
superb, and every penny goes to help people 
who are homeless.” 

Councillor Hackett said: “I will not be 
happy until we can say that no-one is forced 
to sleep rough on our streets.”

cuts won't affect fight 
against yobs, says council 


SANDWELL’S anti-social 
behaviour helpline is to close 
following cuts in Government 
funding. 

But council bosses are confident the 
move - which follows a sharp fall in 
calls and the recent launch of a new 24- 
hour non-emergency police 101 
number - will mean no lessening in the 
fight against anti-social behaviour. 

The helpline takes on average fewer 
than a dozen calls a day. Most of these 
are about fly-tipping and litter. 

The council’s contact centre runs 
both the anti-social behaviour helpline 
and an environment helpline, so 
bosses say the move will help avoid 
duplication. 

The council’s anti-social behaviour 
team is unaffected by the changes. 

Sandwell Police and the Safer 
Sandwell Partnership support the pro¬ 
posals, the council says. 

People will be able to report prob¬ 
lems in the following ways: For crime 
and anti-social behaviour, call 101 (24 
hours). Always call 999 in a genuine 
emergency. 

Problems 

For fly-tipping, litter, graffiti, aban¬ 
doned vehicles, dog fouling and 
general nuisance such as noise, call the 
council’s environment helpline on 
0845 359 7501 (8am-8pm, Monday to 
Friday, 8.30am-1.30pm on Saturday). 

People can also report problems by 
email to contact@sandwell.gov.uk 

People can also report problems at 
neighbourhood forum meetings, 
which are held four times a year, and to 
local councillors. 

The anti-social behaviour line relied 
on Government funding support since 
it opened in 2005. 

Councillor Derek Rowley, the 
council’s cabinet member for neigh¬ 
bourhood services, is set to approve 
the plan on March 9. 

Closing the helpline will save 
£47,000 a year. 

Councillor Rowley said: “We have to 
make sure the money we have is spent 
responding directly to people’s con¬ 
cerns. We work very closely with the 
police, Sandwell Homes and other 
partners - and it is at this level where 
we are having most success in reduc¬ 
ing anti-social behaviour and where 
we will continue to focus our efforts.” 


Group aims for social work success 



FIVE people are changing careers to start an intensive 
course in social work in Sandwell. 

They beat thousands of candidates to win places on 
Step Up to Social Work. Their former professions 
include IT and teaching. They will work alongside 
frontline social workers and complete a masters 
degree in social work over 18 months. It usually takes 
two years. 

Each recruit has at least a 2.1 degree in a subject 
other than social work and 12 months’ experience 
working with children and families. 

Recruit Andy Faulkner said: “It’s an intensive 


course but it is a great route to become a social worker. 
I worked in IT for 40 years and I was getting more and 
more interested in solving people’s problems than 
computer problems.” 

Cabinet member for children and families Council¬ 
lor Bob Badham said: “It is a gruelling course which 
demands dedication. There is no guarantee of a job at 
the end but it is highly likely they will be taken on.” 

The course is a national scheme paid for by the 
Department for Education. Sandwell has teamed up 
with Stoke, Staffordshire, Telford and Wrekin and 
Worcestershire councils to run the scheme.

BT building 
finds buyer 
at £l9.5m 

THE BT office building in 
West Bromwich has been 
sold for £19.5 million by its 
investment company owner. 

Invista Foundation Prop¬ 
erty Trust has exchanged 
contracts to sell the prop¬ 
erty, at the Providence Place 
office development off the 
A41 island, which it bought 
for £14.86m in October 
2011. The buyer has not 
been named. 

The sale will not affect the 
fact it is let to BT for the next 
15 years, at a rent of £1.2m a 
year with fixed uplifts of 
three per cent each year. 

BT is creating more than 
450 jobs at the development 
after partnering with 
Sandwell Council. The block 
will also eventually house 
council workers. 


Smart move to cut down on metal thefts 


A NEW campaign aimed at identifying 
stolen property is to be piloted in Tipton as 
part of efforts to clamp down on metal 
thieves. 

The town has been a magnet for thieves 
stealing drain covers and other items, 
costing Sandwell Council tens of thousands 
of pounds to replace. Now a liquid, called 
SmartWater, will be applied to drain covers 
and other metal items after funding to buy 
it was secured from the town’s local area 
budget. 

The liquid is not visible to the naked eye 
but it shows up under ultra-violet light and 


is not easily washed off. It means that when 
officers visit scrapyards, stolen metal will be 
easily identifiable. 

If successful, the SmartWater scheme 
could be rolled out across the whole 
borough. 

Sandwell’s safety councillor Derek 
Rowley said: “You paint it on and look at it 
under UV light and you can see whether it is 
on people’s hands and on the metal itself, so 
you can go into a scrapyard and in an instant 
pick up whether there is any stolen metal. 

“We are doing a trial in Tipton which is 
where the most drain thefts are happening, 


but if it is successful it will be rolled out 
across the whole area.” 

In January alone, 25 metal drain covers 
were stolen in Tipton, costing the council 
£10,000 to replace. 

Consideration 

Great Bridge ward councillor Joanne 
Hadley said 36 bottles of the liquid had been 
ordered at a cost of £432, and would be used 
in Princes End, Great Bridge and Tipton 
Green. 

She said: “We are not just using it for the 
drain covers, we are using it for metal thefts 


in general and for problem solving. 

“We had one case where somebody had 
cut an outside pipe on a house, it could have 
been a gas pipe. Those who are doing this 
just have no consideration for anybody 
else.” 

Sgt Dave Rogers from the Great Bridge 
neighbourhood team said the liquid would 
also be used for repeat victims of burglary 
and theft. 

The move mirrors a similar method of 
tackling metal thefts being used in Birming¬ 
ham where a special grease is being used on 
manhole covers across the city.

Ofsted's fears for children at nursery 


CHILDREN were being put at risk 
at a Wednesbury nursery because 
staff were not vetted properly, 
Ofsted inspectors found. 

They also saw cleaning products left 
within the reach of youngsters. 

Bosses at the Explorers Nursery, 
in Holyhead Road, have been told 
their early years provision was inad¬ 
equate, and that immediate action 
was required. The nursery has said 


that the problems found in the 
January 10 inspection have been 
resolved. Inspector Patricia Webb 
said the nursery had failed to meet a 
number legal requirements and was 
“compromising children’s safety”. 
The report said: “There are no con¬ 
sistent members of staff other than 
the owner, who is aware of the 
serious weaknesses and is seeking to 
address these.” 


She found risk assessments had 
not been implemented fully, and 
there were free standing electric 
heaters and disinfectant sprays left 
in children’s reach. 

The report said the nursery relied 
on verbal confirmation from some of 
the adults regarding their criminal 
record bureau checks. 

But Mrs Webb praised the menu 
at the nursery. 


Mrs Webb gave the nursery 23 
areas of improvement which were to 
be addressed by February 10, and 
said if the requirements were not 
met action may be taken to prose¬ 
cute the nursery. 

Gail Hudson, director of Explor¬ 
ers Nursery, said the requirements 
had been met. She said: We have 
now brought in new staff and Ofsted 
have been monitoring us.” 


Complaining residents 
win action on eyesore 


AN overgrown and rubbish-strewn open 
space at West Bromwich is being restored in 
an attempt to reduce anti-social behaviour 
problems in the area. 

The project to improve the Beaconview Road open space 
at Bustleholme was drawn up after residents became con¬ 
cerned about its deterioration and alerted councillors. 


Fewer plans 
bringing in 
less money 
for council 

THE number of planning 
applications received by 
Sandwell Council fell 
slightly last year. 

The local authority received 
1,204 applications for 
schemes in 2011, compared 
with 1,219 in 2010. 

The number of major 
applications for large devel¬ 
opment proposals fell by 
seven, from 63 in 2010 to 56 
last year. 

The drop reflects the eco¬ 
nomic downturn, says a 
report. It states: “The 
figures show that the 
number of planning applica¬ 
tions received over 2011... 
reflected the economic 
downturn. 

“A large percentage of 
applications approved in 
part reflect the openness of 
the service in encouraging 
developers and applicants to 
engage in pre-application 
discussions which are pro¬ 
vided free at Sandwell.” 

The report adds in 2011 of 
the 1,204 planning applica¬ 
tions received, 1,162 were 
determined. 

Of those, 1,049 were 
approved and 113 were 
refused permission. 

The council earned £1 
million from planning appli¬ 
cations in 2007/08, but this 
was down to £742,204 in 
2010/11. 


A plan to restore the area 
was drawn up with resi¬ 
dents, conservationists and 
other agencies. 

Councillor David Hosell, 
Sandwell Council’s town 
lead member for West 
Bromwich, said: “The open 
space was attracting groups 
who congregated and hid in 
shrubs and were involved in 
setting fires and taking part 
in alcohol and substance 
misuse.” 

A local survey involving 
500 people highlighted prob¬ 
lems such as fly tipping, and 
anti-social motorcycle use. 

Councillor Hosell said 
funds were found for imme¬ 
diate improvements and 
plans were in hand for main- 
tainance, and targeted 
police patrols were increas¬ 
ing security. 

Nuisance 

Offenders on the commu¬ 
nity payback scheme have 
helped to clear over six 
tonnes of rubbish and over¬ 
growth. 

Plans include the intro¬ 
duction of a nature trail, a 
gate to stop nuisance motor¬ 
cycles getting on to the site 
and a group to help residents 
keep an eye on potential 
problems. 

One resident Barry 
Jackson said: “It is great to 
see that attention is being 
given to the site. 

“I regularly visit the 
Bustleholme Lane right of 
way to clear litter and 
rubbish, and I am happy 
with the services being pro¬ 
vided by the council. 

“Residents no longer see 
the open space as an eyesore. 
It has uplifted the aesthetic 
nature of the area.”

Clinical director of breast 
surgery at Sandwell and 
West Birmingham Hospitals 
Hamish Brown has con¬ 
firmed that diagnostics will 
be transferred to the BTC, 
on the border of Birming¬ 
ham and Smethwick. 

The move could take place 
as early as this summer. 

Mr Brown said that the 
move would lead to a more 
efficient and quicker service 
for patients and would avoid 
them having to travel 
between the two sites. 


Trust wins

Mr Brown said: “It will 
mean that a few more people 
are coming over to the BTC, 
not a lot more.” 

He added that patient 
surveys had shown very 
little inconvenience to 
patients. 

Mr Brown went on to say 
that there would be virtually 
no relocation of staff as the 
majority worked across both 
sites. 

He added that no decision 
had been made as to whether 
all breast surgery would be 
moved away from Sandwell 
Hospital to the BTC.

In the Commons, Warley MP John Spellar revealed 
the details of a letter written by the Prime Minister 
and 11 other European leaders to the European Com¬ 
mission. Mr Spellar said the suggestion sounded like 
“giving away further British jobs”. 


THE alliance set up to 
replace gas mains in 
Sandwell and the West 
Midlands is close to 
securing its next eight- 
year contract. 

The West Midlands Gas 
Alliance, a partnership between 
National Grid and civil engineer 
Morgan Sindall, was set up in 
2004 with a HQ in Wolverhampton. 

The new contract worth £60 
million a year will involve replac¬ 
ing 300km of mains each year. 

Alliance manager Paul Foster 
said that in 2012-2013 it was 
intended to replace 33km in both 
Dudley and Staffordshire, 34km 
in Worcestershire, 20km in 
Sandwell, and 11km in Wolver¬ 
hampton. 

The alliance has 100 of its 220 
office staff based at its headquar¬ 
ters on the former British Gas gas 
holder site at Stafford Road where 
it also has a depot and training 
facility. 

Property 

There are also 650 operation 
staff working in 50 teams with 30 
per cent of them employed by 
Morgan Sindall and the rest sub¬ 
contractors. 

A two-year apprentice scheme, 
which has City and Guilds accred¬ 
itation, is also run by the alliance 
with 11 people taken on each year. 
Last year there were 400 applica¬ 
tions from young people. 

The Health and Safety Execu¬ 
tive decided in 2002 that within 
30 years every gas main to within 
30 metres of a property would 
have to be replaced. 

Mr Foster said that so far in the 
West Midlands, 1,800km of mains 
had been replaced.

Firms fined after demolition 
worker was engulfed in flames 


TWO firms have been fined after a demo¬ 
lition worker was engulfed in flames when 
he cut through a live 11,000-volt cable at 
an electricity substation. 

Gould Singleton Architects Ltd, based in Halesowen, 
and DSM Demolition Ltd, Birmingham, have been 
ordered to pay thousands of pounds by Worcester 
Crown Court. 

They were prosecuted by the Health and Safety 
Executive following the incident which took place at an 
electricity substation in Worcester on July 14, 2006. 

The court heard DSM Demolition had been demol¬ 
ishing a metal casting foundry, in Wainwright Road, 


when 35-year-old employee Lee Harris was told to cut 
through a cable. 

It was connected to a switching unit on a substation 
at the site which was still live. Mr Harris was engulfed 
in flames and suffered 20 per cent burns. 

He has been left with permanent disabilities and 
required skin grafts.

The court was told Gould Singleton Architects had 
told DSM Demolition all services to the site had been 
terminated, but DSM should have checked. 

DSM Demolition Ltd, of Arden Road, Birmingham, 
was found guilty on September 26, 2011 of breaching 


Section 2(1) of the Health and Safety at Work Act. 

The company was fined £40,000 and ordered to pay 
£100,000 costs by Worcester Crown Court on Friday. 

Gould Singleton Architects Ltd, of Whitehall Road, 
Halesowen, pleaded guilty to breaching Section 3(1) of 
the Health and Safety at Work Act 1974 and Regula¬ 
tion 15(3)(e) of the Construction (Design and Manage¬ 
ment) Regulations 1994. The company was fined 
£20,000 and ordered to pay £20,872 costs. 

Speaking after the hearing, HSE inspector Tariq 
Khan said: “Neither of the two companies made ade¬ 
quate checks to ensure power supply to the cable had 
been terminated.”

THE Territorial Army has 
launched a major recruiting 
drive in the Black Country 
and Staffordshire to fill 500 
vacancies in order to sustain 
its current operations. 

The Government is trying 
to plug the gap in troop 
numbers by using reservists 
to fill in for thousands of 
regular soldiers who will fall 
victim to cuts. 

The Ministry of Defence 
decided last spring to cut the 
Army’s numbers from 
100,000 to 82,000. 

The move comes as part of 
a cost-saving measure with 
the shortfall made up by 
30,000 TA troops. 

Review 

An open evening was due 
to be held at MoD Stafford 
this week in a bid to fill more 
than 500 vacancies this year 
in the region alone, and that 
number is expected to rise 
annually until 2015.

How the older drivers are 
geared up for life on road 


Think you’re an experienced driver? 
Think again. BEN BENTLEY talks to 
motorists who have clocked up 
more than 50 years on the roads 


I’LL be about an hour, says 87-year-old 
‘queen of the road’ Claire Meredith, 
zipping off in her little Honda Civic. 
“Fve got to run somebody to the shops.” 

An hour later and the soon-to-be great 
great grandmother is back home from the 
first motoring errand of the day, with a few 
extra yards on the mileometer of driving 
experience. 

Mrs Meredith, a former Walsall pub land¬ 
lady, is one of a million - because that, for the 
first time, is the number of drivers aged 80 
and over now on Britain’s roads, according to 
new DVLA figures. 

In the West Midlands alone there are 
35,003 octogenarians on the highway. In fact 
the number of older drivers will continue to 
rise as the Office of National Statistics pre¬ 
dicts that there will be 8.7million people over 
the age of 75 by 2033. 

Safer 

But contrary to common assumptions, 
drivers in their 80s are not dangerous. The 
DVLA figures show they are much safer than 
their more youthful counterparts. 

The rate of deaths and serious injuries in 
crashes among drivers over 80 is three times 
less than the rate for those aged 17-19. In 
2010 almost one young driver aged 17-19 was 
killed or seriously injured per thousand 
licence holders. 

So who makes the best drivers? Mrs Mered¬ 
ith passed her driving test, first time, in 1953 
in an Austin A30. “There were no tick-tick 
indicators then, we had to do hand signals,” 
she says, waving her outstretched right hand 
round in little circles to indicate her intention

to hang a left. It was 11 lessons for £10, 
including the cost of your test.” 

The open road has been hers for the 
driving her ever since and she believes that 
experience makes older motorists better 
drivers. 

“I try to be careful but I don’t worry what 
I am doing - if I can’t drive by now there’s 
no point in worrying about it! You haven’t 
got to worry about how many cars are trail¬ 
ing back behind you or in front of you.” 

In almost 50 years of driving Mrs Mered¬ 
ith has only ever had one prang, caused 
about 10 years ago after another motorist 
failed to indicate when turning. As a result 
she chose to attend a one-to-one driving 
course rather than have her otherwise spot¬ 
less licence darkened with a few points. 

She only tootles about, but her little Civic 
gives her a sense of independence. “I cannot 
walk very far, but it’s the difference between 
being able to live a normal life or having to 


be shut in the house,” she says. 

Although she has done all of 35,000 miles 
in the last 12 years, she has driven exten¬ 
sively through Europe. Around 12 years ago 
she went on a road trip to Alicante with a 
friend. “It is so easy,” she days. 

Privilege 

Former police superintendent Mike 
Collins, 80, from Merry Hill, Wolverhamp¬ 
ton is still working as an advanced driving 
instructor, and his former pupils have 
included comedian Ernie Wise and rally 
driver Paddy Hopkirk. 

He says: “Having passed the test in 1948, 
I was let loose on the roads around Wolver¬ 
hampton and Shropshire at 17, but it was 
not until I had the privilege of two police 
advanced driving courses, in 1954 and 1956, 
that I found out just how little I really knew. 

In my view, today’s new drivers, having 
been turned loose after a not very demand¬ 


ing test, are being thrown into an end much 
deeper than we were in 1948.” 

At 91 years old, Norman Dewis is not only 
driving, but also racing, his cars. The former 
chief E-Type test driver at the Jaguar works 
in Castle Vale, Birmingham has no plans to 
hangup his leather motoring gloves just yet, 
and he still drives Jaguars to this day. 

“I am still driving on the race tracks - I 
am at Goodwood Festival of Speed this year 
again - and I’ve got three trips to the States, 
including the Monterey race in August.” 

Indeed, he scored the fastest lap last year 
at Goodwood. He began driving in 1937 
when he passed his test on a motorcycle. 

“I never had a car test,” he says. “I passed 
for the motorbike and it automatically put 
me in the grade for a car.” 

He also holds the world record for the 
number of miles on a test track - one and a 
quarter million miles. 


Cuts are 
blamed 
for hike 
in Meets 

MORE than 40,000 
teenagers and young adults 
in the West Midlands are 
neither in education, 
employment or training 
(Neets) compared with a 
decade ago, figures show.

“The overall trend is 
upwards, not only here but 
across the country. 

“There are simply no jobs 
out there. Companies are 
not taking on people, and 
businesses are not prepared 
to take risks. 

Neet is the government 
term for people not in educa¬ 
tion, employment or train¬ 
ing. 

The latest government 
figures relate to October, 
November, December last 
year.

Tighter budgets could be 
threat to school libraries 


BUDGET cuts and continuing 
funding pressures could force 
schools in one part of the Mid¬ 
lands to scale back or close their 
libraries, says a union chief. 

Primaries and secondaries may be forced 
to consider reduced book stock levels due to 
“tremendous pressure” being put on 
budgets. Walsall Council says it is also 
preparing for possibile reduced demand for 
new books through its library support serv¬ 
ices. 

A large number of schools have opted to 
become academies to allow them more 
control over their finances.Other schools 
are also looking to convert. 

The council has highlighted the school 
library support service book purchase 
scheme as at potential risk. No school 
libraries are believed to have closed so far. 

Walsall NUT spokesman Russ Bragger 
said that as staff face the risk of redundan¬ 
cies bosses will be forced to look at every way 
of making savings. 

He said: “Libraries are quite an essential 
part of the school. It is part of any child’s 
education to have access to a good range of 
books.” 

“School budgets are under tremendous 
pressure. It is something they may have to 
look at as part of the package for next year.” 

Leisure chief councillor Anthony Harris 
said the school library support service book 
purchase scheme could fail its income target 
if schools buy fewer books. 

He added: “School libraries are the 
responsibility of individual schools, but in 
Walsall, as everywhere else, they are facing 
difficult budgetary pressures.”

The 
driver will have two photo ID badges, one must 
be worn and the other must be displayed inside 
the vehicle. 

Cars cruising the streets looking for customers 
are illegal, uninsured and potentially dangerous. 

If possible, book a Taxi or Private Hire Vehicle 
in advance. Ask for the driver’s name, as well as 
the make and colour of the car. 

Confirm the driver’s details when they arrive - 

is it the Taxi or Private Hire Vehicle you ordered?

Renault gearing up for the electric revolution 


RENAULT thinks one in ten new cars 
bought around the world in 2020 will be 
powered by a battery and has already 
invested billions to help make that fore¬ 
cast come true. 


So it must hope the sales figures for purely-electric 
vehicles in the UK are going to pep up dramatically to 
help towards a brighter plug-in future. Last year we 
bought just 1,082 of them from the handful of 
car makers with a model in the showroom. 
Now comes Renault’s first passenger 
vehicle to point us towards a cleaner 
life in cars that emit nothing 
horrid from their 
tailpipes (and don’t 
have exhausts 
anyway). 

It’s called 
the Fluence 
and you feel 
Renault 
knows the 
real electric 
push won’t 
come from 
this car. We’ll 
have to wait a 


few months for that and the arrival of the Zoe, a chic 
looking compact hatch that might just become the 
must-have urban runaround for the on-trend 
motorist. 

The Fluence can’t hope to fill that bill. It’s big 
(based on a stretched Megane with the large new 
battery behind the rear seats) and gawky looking and, 
crucially, can manage as little as 50 miles between 
overnight charges. 

In the right conditions (light town work with 
heater and lights off) you might stretch that to 125 
miles, but the Fluence is inevitably going to be a 
second car in the family, which will need something 
that goes a lot further, a lot of the time. 

Opposition 

Still, should you find you could offer a Fluence the 
right conditions to thrive you’ll be buying a car that 
looks good value against the limited opposition. 

With the government’s £5,000 electric car subsidy 
taken into account the Fluence costs either £17,495 
for the Expression or £18,395 for the posher and very 
well equipped Dynamique driven here. 

You must then hire the battery, from £76 a month 
with a 6,000 miles ayear limit (more miles cost extra). 
Renault reckons not buying the battery outright 
gives a Fluence owner peace of mind that it won’t cost 


a fortune to replace, and will also make the car easier 
to sell when the time comes. 

Lower servicing charges than a comparable petrol 
or diesel engined car help keep running costs down 
and there’s the huge attraction of the £3 recharge too. 

The car drives pretty well; electric motors produce 
most push from low revs and the Fluence fairly flies 
from a standing start, accompanied by a distant 
whine that sounds like your holiday jet launching 
itself along the runway. 

Lift off and the cabin turns limo quiet at low speeds, 
go a bit faster and tyres and wind noise give it the feel 
of a well insulated conventional car. 

It rides well too, with a relaxing lope that would 
perfectly suit a car capable of much greater distances 
than the Fluence manages between enforced stops. 

Use all its performance and the battery level meter 
on the dash will plunge; I consumed a quarter of the 
charge in 20 miles on an admittedly chilly day 
(needing the heater on) and along a winding, hilly 
route. 

Which means you'll be a bit of an eco hero to buy 
one. The smaller Zoe looks a more promising prospect 
for saving the planet. A fine car to drive and own that 
makes a compelling case for real world economy 
champion. No range anxiety either!

Chelsea 0 


ALBION boss Roy Hodgson is 
tearing up the history books and 
proving the man to avoid for rival 
managers. 

Hodgson is the boss who has made the 
Baggies feel at home in the Premier League. 
The man who vanquished the Villa hoodoo 
and banished the Britannia Stadium jinx 
helped the Baggies finally conquer their 
Chelsea curse too on another fabulous day 
at The Hawthorns. 

And with Hodgson’s side threatening the 
same kind of end-of-season charge that they 
managed a year ago, the boss and his players 
have still bigger fish to fry - after cooking 
Andre Villas-Boas’ goose. 

Chelsea boss Villas-Boas paid the price for 
his side’s defeat when he was axed on 
Sunday, just two weeks after Hodgson’s men 
sentanced Wolves Mick McCarthy to a simi- 
lair fate. 

Gareth McAuley’s close-range late strike 
made him the first Baggies match-winner 
against the Blues since 1979. 

Yet even without McAuley netting the 
first Albion winner against the Londoners 
since Ally Brown, the performance of 
Hodgson’s side in their third successive 
victory sent out a clear message about the 
changing top-flight mentality within the 
squad. 

Only once before had Albion claimed 
three straight Premier League victories 
before Saturday’s rousing effort, and that 
treble came almost 10 years ago when the 
victims of Gary Megson’s side - Fulham, 
West Ham and Southampton - all suffered 
1-0 defeats. 

This time they humiliated their local 
rivals away from home, thumped a resur¬ 


gent Sunderland side under Martin O’Neill 
and then disposed of one of the league’s 
giants with thoroughly deserved success. 

And the true mark of the distance the 
Baggies have travelled under Hodgson is 
that Saturday’s triumph over a beleaguered 
Blues outfit was not altogether surprising. 

It still took a monumental effort for a 
Baggies team, costing less than £10m in 
transfer fees, to defeat a Blues side whose 
costly construction has drained dry count¬ 
less Russian oil fields. 

It was cruelly fitting that the man who 
helped lay the seeds should be present on 


the Chelsea bench to witness the biggest 
single spurt in Albion’s blossoming into a 
genuine top-flight force. 

This time, however, former Baggies head 
coach Roberto Di Matteo - who is now the 
Chelsea boss after Villas-Boas’ axe - was a 
frustrated spectator as he was forced to 
witness how the man who replaced him has 
elevated the side he left behind. 

The Italian had masterminded Albion’s 
most impressive Premier League success 
before Saturday with a thrilling victory at 
Arsenal last season. 

But even that memorable win in North 


London did not carry the assurance and cer¬ 
tainty of purpose that Hodgson has injected 
and that has changed perceptions of the 
club’s place in the Premier League. 

It was that purpose, combined with the 
towering confidence created by the previous 
two wins, that brought the result. 

And while national sights were again 
trained on the doomed Villas-Boas, local 
attention was focused on increasing 
momentum in Hodgson’s side. They enjoyed 
their share of good fortune, not least with 
Chelsea’s England new-boy Daniel Stur- 
ridge first firing an excellent chance wide 
late in the opening period and then backing 
out of a one-on-one with keeper Ben Foster 
10 minutes after the interval. 

Frank Lampard wasted a glorious stop- 
page-time chance and Albion had to defend 
valiantly, too, with Foster saving impres¬ 
sively from Michael Essien’s dipping first- 
half shot and the superb Liam Ridgewell 
making a crucial block to deny Juan Mata. 

But, as Villas-Boas graciously conceded, 
on the balance of play the hosts were excel¬ 
lent value for their win. 

Chelsea keeper Petr Cech denied James 
Morrison superbly and Marc-Antoine 
Fortune plus Youssouf Mulumbu routinely 
in a first half that the Baggies shaded. 

And only Cole’s fabulous covering run 
and tackle denied returning captain Chris 
Brunt during a second half that Hodgson’s 
men bossed from start to finish. 

So when, with eight minutes remaining, 
Keith Andrews kept alive a Brunt corner 
and Ridgewell’s snatched shot was diverted 
in by McAuley, there was no denying Albion 
had earned their breakthrough. 

It broke a hold that Chelsea have had over 
the Baggies since the last season that they 
ended as top West Midlands club. 

Thirty-three years on, the finest 
Hawthorns side for a generation have a glo¬ 
rious chance to top the region again.
